Lukewarm (not warm) water should 
be used In washing, and accumulations 
of mud or dust should be carried off 
by means of a one-inch stream of wa¬ 
ter from the hose instead of being 
rubbed off with a sponge.

Each Tribe Has Its Dress. 

The Indians still use. In their native 
villages, a peculiar dress in each tribe, 
the most picturesque being that worn 
by the Tehuantepec (Zapotec) women. 
The Mazntec and Chinantec dresses are 
made with elaborate designs in red. 
'Lite Indians weave their own cloth and 
use vegetable dyes and cochineal for 
coloring. In the mountain villages 
they still observe many of their an¬ 
cient customs and they are very super¬ 
stitious. The Mije Indians belong to 
one of the wildest tribes found In Mex¬ 
ico and few people enter their rugged 
country. 

When the Spaniards came to Mexico 
tlie Zapotecs had their own govern¬ 
ment; Zaadiila was their capital and 
Cosijoeza their king. They had been 
at war with the Mexicans for many 
years, nnd with the aid of the Mixtecs 
had been able to resist the Invasion 
of the Mexicans. 

The conquest of these tribes was 
mostly due to the Influence of the 
Spanish monks, who went to the most 
remote parts of the country and lived 
with the Indians many years, learned 
their language nnd preached the Oos 
pel to them. 

On market days nnd feast days in 
the city of Oaxacn many types of fo¬ 
wl th their 


T co, are to be found what they 
call “Pueblos Vlejos” (old vill¬ 
ages), some close to the site of the 
tew villages nnd others in the wild 
‘ountry, far away from all habitations, 
[n these ruins traces can be seen of 
louses, temples, fortresses and tombs, 
[n some places graves only are seen 
to mark the place of a former civill- 
satlon, and these consist of mounds, 
some of which are built to a consider- 
ible height, writes a correspondent of 
die Christian Science Monitor. 

Among tlie ruins well known on 
account of their state of preservation 
and importance can be mentioned tlie 
ruins of Mitln, those at Monte Albnn, 
Rt Guiengula and at Aehiutla. 

The famous ruins of Mitln are the 
best preserved on account of the dry 
dimnte of tlie country in which they 
•re situated. They are among the 
host elaborately ornamented ruins In 
Mexico, and on the walls are found 
about fifteen different designs made 
with mosaics known as grecques. The 
figures are all geometrical nnd are 
found mostly in panels on both inside 
and ontsido of the walls of the rooms. 

Features of Mitla Ruins. 

The original name of these ruins 
was Lyobaa, and they were inter on 
called by the Mexicans "Mietlan” 
which means "the place of the dead.” 
The place is now in the center of the 
Zapotec country, and the Zapotec lan¬ 
guage is spoken by tlie inhabitants 
of the village close to the ruins. One 
of the chambers contains six huge 
monoliths, each being about 12 feet 
high and 7 feet in circumference, 
which have no carvings. The most 
beautiful room is known as tlie Hall 
of Mosaics. Its four sides are covered 
with designs. Paintings were found 
on some of the walls, but these have 
mostly disappeared. Close to the 
ruins a nvramklal mound is to be

The ruins at Aehiutla consist of 
courts, wails, mounds, and terraces. 
Aehiutla was the sacred city of tlie 
great Mixtec nation, their country be¬ 
ing called Mlxteeapam before the 
Spaniards arrived In Mexico. An ex¬ 
traordinary number of pieces of pot¬ 
tery is found everywhere In this vil¬ 
lage, which is still inhabited by the 
Mixtec Indians, or Mixtecos. 

In the graves that have been opened 
in these different ruins have been 
found a great variety of stone and 
clay idols, ornaments made of gold, 
copper, jade, shell, obsidian, and stone. 
Beautiful specimens of painted pot¬ 
tery have also been found, and some 
of the finest samples of Mexican ce¬ 
ramic art come from the tombs of 
Oaxacn. 

The Indian tribes Inhabiting tlie 
state of Oaxnea are the Zapotecs, 
Mixtecs, Mljes, Culcatecs, Mazatecs. 
Mexicans, Amusgos, Trlques, Ohntlnos, 
Ohinnnteos, Hunves, Zoques and 
Chontales. Of these the Zapotecs and 
Mixtecs were tlie most important nnd

SUMMER LUNCHEONS. 


A CHAPTER ON SANDWICHES. 



As this Is the glorious time of year 
for outings, camping, boat trips and 
picnics, the sand¬ 
wich will lie the 
most common ar¬ 
ticle of food. Tile 
^ following iiiiiy lie 
suggestive, al¬ 
though one may 
make sandwich 
fliilng or soup 
out of almost anything that' is palata¬ 
ble: 

If watercress is obtainable, there Is 
nothing more snappy and refrt-sliing 
for a sandwich filling. Season with 
lemon juice, olive oil, salt and pepper, 
witli a pinch of sugar, or simply suit 
and sugar. 

Pepper Filling.—Chop green pep¬ 
pers ilia! have been seeded and the 
white pulp removed and simmer for 
ten minutes in a tublesponiiful of but¬ 
ter. Season with salt and set aside to 
cool. Spread on buttered bread.

Scalloped Cauliflower.—Cook the 
cauliflower until tender, then drain 
and place a layer In a buttered linking 
dish; on top of the cauliflower place 
a layer of grated cheese mixed with 
a white sauce. When the dish Is 
filled with alternate layers of the 
vegetable and cheese add a layer of 
bread crumbs which have J>een but¬ 
tered. Brown In a moderate oven for 
fifteen minutes. 

Walnut and Salmon Salad.—Take 
three-fourths cupful of salmon, one- 
half cupful of walnut meats, ’three- 
fourths of a cupful of shredded cab¬ 
bage. Separate the salmon into flukes, 
cut the walnut meats Into small 
pieces; crisp the cabbage In cold wa¬ 
ter. Drain and mix the Ingredients, 
add one cupful of salad dressing and 
serve on lettuce. 

Orange Velvet Cream.—Boll with¬ 
out stirring, one cupful of sugar and 
one-half cupful of water until It 
threads, pour tills over two stiffly 
beaten egg whites; heat until cool. 
Add one cupful of orange Juice, the 
juice of a lemon and a pint of double 
cream whipped until firm. Freeze 
slowly and serve In sherbet glasses 
sprinkled with minced, candled orange 
peel. 

Baked Almond Pudding.—Break six 
macaroons and six ladyflngers Into 
small pieces, pour over a cupful of hot 
inllk and then let stand covered 
for half an hour. Beat to a paste 
u third of a cupful of sugar, the 
yolks of three beaten eggs, a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla and a half cupful 
of blanched, shredded almonds. Fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites of the 
eggs and Imke in Individual ramekins.

During the summer months, the 
lighter more delicate meats are more 
acceptable, such as 
sweetbreads, c li i c k e n, 
veal and lumb; while 
eggs, mushrooms and a'l 
kinds of fresh vege¬ 
tables will he used 
abundantly. 

Chicken Salad.—Mix 
cold cooked chicken with 
twice the quantity of 
diced celery, add a half cupful of 
shredded almonds and enough mayon¬ 
naise to moisten. Serve on lettuce 
garnished with slices of hard cooked 
eggs. 

Sweetbreads Salad.—Parboil in 
acidulated water a pair of sweet¬ 
breads. drain and dip into if* 1 water 
to chili. Remove all membrane and 
pipes and cut in fine pieces; add an 
equal quantity of celery cut In. dice 
and serve with a rich, highly' sea¬ 
soned boiled or mayonnaise dress¬ 
ing. 

Curried Chicken.—Prepare creamed 
chicken using one cupful of white 
sauce tn one cupful of finely minced 
or diced chicken : add a shredded 
green pepper, one-half cupful of 
canned tomatoes and boat thoroughly. 
Season with salt, pepper, and add a 
leaspoonfnl of curry powder. 

Chicken Croquettes.—ITse the rem¬ 
nants of cold boiled or roast chicken, 
■r combine with roast pork or veal 
I finely minced; add boiled rice or 
mushed potato. Bind with well beat¬ 
'll egg or with a (hick cream sauce; 
season, shape into croquettes, dip lu¬ 
lu I.eaten egg and crumbs and fry 
in deep fat. The canned, boned chick¬ 
en Is very good to make croquettes. 

Deviled Chicken.— Make a sauce of 
air, pepper, drv mustard, paprika, 
grated lemon peel, lemon Juice. Wor¬ 
cestershire and a few drops of ta¬ 
basco sain e. Add a lump of butler 
w hen tii*- sauce begins to boll. When 
very hot, add cubes of cohl chicken 
and cook until heated through. Cold 
cooked veal or roast pork may he used 
In the same way. 

Chicken Saute—Cut tip a dilcken 
and pound the pieces witli a potato 
masher until they ure flat. Reason, 
plredge with flour, fry in butter or 
bacon fat until brown.

Just like the young girl's evening 
dresses are the taffeta suits, with 
their billowing skirts composed of tier 
after tier of ruffles, picot edged or 
hound witli silk, and their huge ribbon 
sashes with streaming ends. 

it Is the simple, youthful type of eve¬ 
ning dress, elaborate for the bench, 
it Is true, but plain in contrast to 
the extreme tilings of last season. In 
which no effort was spared to make 
them all that was cosily and perisha¬ 
ble. Velvets were dyed, then crushed 
and printed Into gorgeous designs. 
Cashmeres were treated to give them 
the appearance of cosily antique stuffs. 
Handwork of all sorts was featured in 
great quantities. 

Last year the seaside resorts were 
very gay for the first time in sever¬ 
al years, and bathing suits were al¬ 
most lurid. Knch woman, In her de¬ 
sire to express Joy at the end of the 
dreary war years, selected the gay¬ 
est things she could find—and there 
were plenty of gay Lathing suits 1o he 
found. Bright reds, brilliant purples 
and vivid greens bobbed over the sur¬ 
face of ttie waters and basked in the 
sunshine on the sands.

walk and paving is not to be disturbed 
unless absolutely necessary. 

The conduit shall be placed as near 
j curb as possible. 

The conduit shall consist of three- 
i quarter (%) inch sheridized conduit 
i in which are to be pulled number 8 
; D B rubber covered suitable for 600 
volts. This conduit shall start from 
I top of first Edison Pole east of Bald¬ 
win avenue on Central avenue, and 
| continue north on Baldwin to No. 34, 
crossing street to Craig building and 
go west on Central avenue to Wind- 
] sor lane. 

All conduit threads are to be treat¬ 
ed with Crane pipe paste as made by 
the Crane Company before screwing 
together, absolutely water tight. Each 
j section between each post is to be 
! tested by means of an air pump to see 
; that there is no leak or split pipe, 

I and subject to pressure of not less 
than fifteen (15) pounds, to be main- 
( tained for not less than three (3) 
minutes. Conduit must be dry before 
wires are pulled in. 

The end of each length of pipe shall 
he reamed on the inside and shall be 
coupled so that the ends of adjoin¬ 
ing lengths of pipe shall abut each- 
other. The radius of all bends shall 
not be less than six (6) inches for 
three-quarter (%) inch conduit or 
twelve (12) inches for one (1) inch 
conduit.

ganization, sanitation, education, de¬ 
linquency. Americanisation and In¬ 
numerable other problems as their 
very own, their most vital business. In 
the solution of these, they are being 
given the aid of the Red ('ross "with¬ 
out stint or limit” wherever it will do 
tie 1 most good. 

War-time developments gave every 
community In the United Statics an 
organized and recognized center of ac¬ 
tivity through which the people can 
terve and Improve themselves. Such 
centers ere the Red Cross chapters, 
scattered throughout the length and 
breadth of the nation. They are im¬ 
portant and controlling factors in the 
pence plane of the American lted 
Cross. Knch chapter being a local ac¬ 
tivity, all chapters are aware of exist¬ 
ing conditions In their communities 
and are acquainted with xvlint steps 
are necessary to Improve the general 
welfare. Upon them rests the duty of 
offering some specialized service which 
may In* adapted to home-town needs, 
toward the solution of the perplexing 
problems which daily confront the 
home folks. No community and no 
family Is without them. 

These peace duties are outgrowths 
and continuations of the duties which 
came during the w ar. They, of course, 
receive the best attention of the Red 
Cross. Rut tliev In no way Interfere 
with furnishing relief in disasters, 
carrying on foreign relief and finishing 
up the war Job. 

A community may have a very feeble 
sort of awakening. Docs tin* Red 
Cross Ignore the sign of life? Not at 
all. The Red Cross regards even a 
faint interest as too valuable to he 
neglected and attempts to offer the 
form of service suited to that commu¬ 
nity's need. In one locality where 13 
of the 22 chapters engaged In peace¬ 
time work have Jurisdiction over the 
population of less than lO.tHH), It Is 
Interesting to note how the conscious¬ 
ness of the smaller chapters is grow¬ 
ing. 

One of them recently requested the 
privilege of showing Its city how gar¬ 
bage can he handled In an economical 
and cleanly manner. Tn response to 
the request, a Red Cross worker visited 
the chapter, armed with public health 
pamphlets and with working plans for 
Incinerators and other methods of dis¬ 
posal. A chapter In California which is 
active In the field of health and social 
welfare writes: 

“We have decided to furnish milk In 
the public school for some marked 
cases of under nourishment, some of 
them tin* result of Influenza. During 
the month, we transported to the hos¬ 
pital IS cases of Influenza, aided in 


The work of the public health nurse 
is *» real Job. It takes her Into Indian 
reservations, mining districts, moun¬ 
tain communities, lumber camps, and 
remote rural sections. The extent et 
tile area covered may vary from n com- 
munit..' of 30.000 Inhabitants and small 
area, to county service which may cov¬ 
er 1.000 square miles and reach a 
population Of only 5,000. With such 
varied districts the nurse has to he 
resourceful and keep her wits busy. 

Classes* tn Home Hygiene and Care of 
the Sick did not progress rapidly dur¬ 
ing the war. Why? Recause war du¬ 
ties were paramount. But these class 
es are now increasing and meeting 
with promising response. Since the or¬ 
ganization of this activity In 101-1. up 
to March of this year 11.221 such class¬ 
es nave been held, the number of stu¬ 
dents who have completed the course, 
totaling 120.842. At present there are 
approximately 1,030 instructors. 

There Is also the bureau which alms 
to teach folks what is the host kind 
of food to put into their stomachs. It 
is known as Dietitians’ Service, and 
has enlarged its field to include among 
it-- activities nutrition classes and clin¬ 
ics and the placing of nutrition ad¬ 
visors w hose work varies according to 
the needs of different communities. 

The first aid work of the Red Cross 
furnishes instruction in accident pre¬ 
vention to employees in Industries 
throughout the country and provides 
instruction In swimming and life sov 
Ing to thousands of men, women and 
children. Many classes in the prin¬ 
ciples of first aid have been organized 
among the eitv police and tire depart¬ 
ments. In the schools and in business 
concern s. 

The Junior Red Cross Interprets the 
Red Cross foreign relief program and 
its work in tills country to school peo¬ 
ple anti youngsters, and is now reach¬ 
ing over half of the school children in 
America. Fourteen of the 23.01X1.0(10 
are enrolled in Its membership. One 
hundred and eighty-six thousand teach¬ 
ers are serving as leaders of Junior 
Rod Cross clubs In the 21.900 Junior 
Red Cross school auxiliaries. While 
tlielr outstanding service is in answer 
to the humanitarian appeal of tin* suf¬ 
fering childhood of devastated foreign 
countries, their Interest In service at 
home is equally keen, l’y means of 
the educational program supplied to 
thousands of schools by the Junior Red 
Cross, various educational courses 
such as first aid are adapted to the 
children. 


eight family cases, and provided care 
for five old people suffering from tuber¬ 
culosis, We also assisted In improv¬ 
ing the welfare of seven old people, 
took care of u young boy who was 
without work or funds and one run¬ 
away girl, placed three children under 
tile care of the juvenile court and 
placed tw o in a boarding house.” 

Reports from other localities indi¬ 
cate a warm Red Cross interest in 
community centers, clinics and other 
more concrete fot ms of social better¬ 
ment. Activities of this kind differ, 
just as the needs which prompt them 
differ, each locality presenting curious 
types of problems. 

There Is, however, one need which 
Irrespective of locality is found to be 
prevalent everywhere--—the need for 
health education. 

Ignorance is the underlying cause of 
tlte continued disaster of preventable 
disease and death that ttre undermin¬ 
ing the vitality of the American peo¬ 
ple. Health education is the means by 
which this ignorance can be removed. 
In recognizing this, the Red Cross is 
establishing health centers where in¬ 
formation and education will bo offered 
and where the health workers of the 
community may lie brought to work 
together. While only a few of the 
health cottiers have boon put in oper¬ 
ation by Red Cross chapters, there lie 
ing at tin* present time only about 75 
centers in the county, tin* activity is 
growing steadily. Within a few years 
it Is exiH'Cted ttie Red Cross health 
center will form as definite a part of 
the community's institutions as the 
public school or library. Much de¬ 
pends on ila* interest of the people 
themselves. 

Then there Is the Red Cross Nursing 
service. Nursing service obviously 
tends to Improve health conditions and 
promote health Interests. The total 
number of nurses enrolled in Red Cross 
Nursing service is 37.3(H); of these 105 
are colored women. While during tlte 
war thousands of applications were 
received from nurses, the enrollment 
lias now resumed its pre-war status, 
the present monthly average being 
only about 125. This number fails far 
short of Hie demand, and in order to 
Increase the supply, the Red Cross Is 
daily bending Its efforts In helm If of 
the recruiting of nurses. Of the 37.3(H) 
nurses, 531 art* public health nurses 
serving under Red Cross chapters, and 
124 serving in organizations afllliated 
with (la* Red Cross and under the su¬ 
pervision.

by the installation of said posts and 
conduits. 

General Provisions. 

After the work is completed and be¬ 
fore acceptance of same, the contrac¬ 
tor shall notify said lighting commit¬ 
tee who will connect the system with 
the wires of the Edison Company and 
test all wiring and electrical appara¬ 
tus used, and if all work is found to be 
done in accordance with plans and 
specifications, work shall be accepted 
and paid for by said Committee. 

All work shall in every respect be 
executed in a thorough workmanlike 
manner. No work which may he de¬ 
fective in its construction or deficient 
in any of the requirements of these 
specifications will be considered as ex. 
ecuted. In consequence of the fail¬ 
ure of an inspector of the City con¬ 
nected with tlie work to point out 
said defects or deficiency during the 
construction and the contractor shall 
be required to correct any imperfect 
work before the final acceptance of 
the work. 

The contractor assumes all risk of 
variance of any computations or 
statements of amounts of qualities 
necessary to complete the work re¬ 
quired by the contract and agrees to 
furnish all necessary labor and ma¬ 
terial and fully complete said work 
in accordance with plans and specifi¬ 
cations and to the satisfaction of 
Street Superintendent and Light Com¬ 
mittee.
